The enrollments in the districts ne adverts to 
Were. completed ‘mofe than a mionth ago, 
before the draft riots, He gives no numerical 
results that were not just as patent then as 
now. If they are of a character that im- 
peached the fairness of the earollment, why 
did not he interpose at once with his remon- 
strance? ‘Whence this Jong delay? - It looks 
now too much as if it were an aftérttionght 
—a pretext trumped: up to suit the present 
hour. The discrepancy upon which such stress 
is now laid, can probably be accounted for by 
the well-known fact that there is a great dif- 
ference between some of the City districts and 
the rural districts in their number of children, 
and of aliensmot, liable to military service ; 
and there is a similar difference between the 
City districts themselves. If the population 
in all paris of the City and the State were en- 
tirely homogeneous, Gov. Szrwour might well 
make a strong point of his figures; but the 
fact is notoriously the reverse. And it is far 
easier to believe that the discrepancies he 
presents are due to the great difference in the 
elements of our Congressional districts, than 
to unfaithfalness upon the part of officials 
sworn. to do their duty. © But President 
Lauscots is disposed to give Governor Srr- 
moun ‘the benefit of any doubt in the 
matter, and-engages to draft from the Dis- 
tricis which are claimed to be overburdened, 
only the average quota—the balance to await 
the result of a new enrollment, to be made 
under the eye of any agents the Governor 
may please to appoint, so as fo. make al) sub- 
sequent doubt impossible. He thus quietly 
removes the Governor’s mathematical cavils ; 
and yet does not arrest the draft, but secures 
all but a small portion of his men for the 
early day they aré wanted. 

The claim that the draft must be suspended 
because its constitutionality is disputed Is too 
absurd to be countenanced. for an instant. 


‘Gov. Szyuoun knows perfectly well that en- 
actments of the Legislative branch of Gov-' 


ernment, sanctioned by the Exécutive, are 
presumed to be-constitutional.unti) they are 
judicially pronounced otherwise ; and that any 
effective Government would be impossible on 
any Other system. .Scarcely an important 
bili passes Congress to which constitutional 
objections. are not urged. This has‘ always 
been so, even in time of peace. It has been 
more than ever so since the war opened. In- 
deed, great:numbers of Gov. ‘Sxrmour's 
friends hold that the war itself. is. un- 
constitutional; that the National Government 
has noconstitutional right touse force against 
secession. So argued President Boouanan in 
his last message; and so Gov. Ssxmous, of 
Connecticut, and other Peace Democrats have 
steadfastly maintained. There is not a whit 
more reason for stopping the draft and ré- 
mitting its constitutionality to the Courts, 
than there is for adopting the same course in 
téspect to the War Itself. “ We had “Supposed 
that the doctrine that Executive officers have 
a discretion to arrest the Operation of laws 
till Courts pass upon them had, in this lati- 
tude at least, received.an effectual quietus.

The South Never tor Disunion. 

Tt was the special work of the leaders of 
the Southern rebellion, for several years be- 
fore it broke out, to prepare the people of the 
South for its coming. This was done under 
various disguises.’ The “Commercial Con- 
vention,” became the most usual, because it 
was the safest cloak under which the treason- 
able work could proceed. At the so-called 
“ Commercial Convention,” which marked 
the latter history of the South, some advance 
was made every year. toward separation- 
Speeches were there made setting forth the 
superior resources of the South over any 
other country for supporting a powerful 
nation. The-Free States were. decried, aad 
represented as being absolutely dependent on 
the South. And in this connection the rev- 
enue laws of the United States were de- 
nounced as being oppressive to the South, 
and devised with the sole view of enriching 
Northern merchants and manufacturers at the 
expense of Southern industry. The peculiar 
social and political theories of thé Southern 
rebels, were shrewdly and constantly mixed 
in with these disquisitions on agritulture and 
commerce, and the South shown ‘to be alien, 
not only in interest and feeling, from the 
North, but absolutely antagonistic and ir- 
reconcillable in’ the very framework and body 
of society. We were two totally distinct 
peoples, of incompatible temper, of widely 
diverse interests ; and yet the Union bound the 
two together,.and compelled the superior 
race, (the South,) to work, in order to support 
and enrich the inferior race, (the North.) 

One whe can reca)) the current newspaper 
and magazine literature and the staple oratory 
of the South four years ago, will recognize 
the above ds fixed ideas in almost every ar- 
ticle and essay put forth. But persistent and 
pernicious as’ was this teaching, the great 
body of the Southern people remained true 
to the Union, even down to the time of open 
revolt by the more implacable and flagrant 
disunionists. Even after Soath Carolina had 
seceded, there was a hope that the mischief 
would go no farther. Georgia*was believed 
to be for the Union still, and, doubtless, was 
by a large majority. North Carolina was 
known to detest and abhor almost unani- 
mously the absurd and disloyal dogmas of 
South Carolina. Northern Alabama was full 
of Unionists, who kept the old flag fying 
over Huntsville for months after the war be- 
gan.

While at this school, the 
remnant of the Essex’s crew passed through Chester, 
on their way to. protect Washington, and Faunscur 
was sorely disappointed because Commodore Poarss 
refused him permission to go with them, telling him 
that he was entirely too young for land fighting. 

He was soon exchanged, and after several additional 
years of sdventurous life, in the year 1820 we find him 
still a Midshipman on board the Franklin—a seventy- 
four-gun line-of-battie-ship—and on the lstof Janu- 
aiy, 1821, he isrecorded as having been off duty in the 
City of New-York. During this year he passed his 
examination in this City, and being 2 years of age, 
was recommended for promotion. He was then or- 
dered en the West India station; bul it was not until 
the 13th of January, 1825, that he was commissioned 
a Lieutenant, and in that capacity was still employed 
eon the same station. He was next transferred 
to the Brandywine—a  forty-four-gun frigate— 
and reported on that vessel on the ist of Janu- 
sty, 1826, On the seme day of the following year he 
is recorded as having been, during the latier part of 
the previous year, ordered tothe receiving ship at 
Norfolk, Virginia, which position he beld until late 
ta 1608. He was then ordered to the sloop Van- 
daiie, an eighteen gun vessel-of-war, which joined 
the squadron on the coast of Brasil. On this station 

he remained about two years, when he again returned 
to Norfolk. Tie appears to have been retained on the 
receiving ship at the Norfolk Navy-yard during the 
remainder of 1830, through the years 1631 and 1833, 
and some portion of 1633, for his name is secorded as 
still being at Norfolk on the first day of January in 
that year, He was next ordered to the sloop-of-war 

, on which he held the position of executive 
officer at the commencement of 1634. This vessel 
was then stationed.on the coast of Brazil. On 
his return to this country, about the end of that 
year, he was allowed a brief interval of .rest, 
as he is recorded absent on leave at the com- 
mencement of 1635. During the years of 1636 and 
1837 he was entirely off duty, awaiting orders. He 
was nextordered on the West India station, but did 
not remain there long, for the commencement of the 
year 1640 again finds him awalting orders. He is 
next recorded on the Ist of January, 1641, in ordinary 
at Norfolk, Va. On the 8th of September, 1641, he 
was commissioned a Commander in the navy, and 
erdered to the sleop-of-war Decatur, a sixteen gun 
veceal. fn her he again eafled to the coast of Brasil, 
and joined that equadron. He remained on the station 
for about twelve months, when he was again allowed 
absence on leave, He is thus recorded on the navy 
roli on the ist of January, 1643. At this time his 
name stood No, 5t.0n the list of Commanders. Daur- 
ing thatand the next year he was out of active ser- 
vice again and waiting orders; but in consequence 
of deaths and dismissals he had risen nine on the roll, 
his name standing, on the Ist of January, 1645, No. 

47 op the list, He was next again ordered to the Navy- 
yard at Norfolk, where he remained until after the 
jst of January, 1647. During that year he was or- 
dered to join and take command of the sloop-of-war 
Saratoga, a 20-gun vessel, then stationed on the 
Home Squadron. On the roll of the navy officers, 
made up by the Navy Department to the end of 1847, 
he is still reported in command of the vessel, and his 
grade of lineal rank stands at No. 42 on the list of 
Commanders, On bis return home he wes again or- 
dered to the Norfolk Navy-yard, where he hela com- 
mand second to Commodore S1oat. This position 
he filled during the remainder of 1648, and during 
the years 1849 and 1650. Jan. 1, 1651, however, 
finds him again awaiting orders. His name 
had, however, risen somewhat higher on the 
roll of navy Commanders ; for in 1849 it stood No. 
40, In 1850 at No. 36, and Jan. 1, 1851, at No. 30, 
During that year he was ordered on a different serv- 
ice, as Assistant Inspector of Ordnance, being second 
in command under Commodore Sximwex. This posi- 
tion ‘he held until after the end of the year 1853. He 
is now considered a very efficient ordnance officer. 
Again we find his name rising on the list of coni- 
manders, Jan. 1, 1652, it being No. 27; Jan. 1, 1853 
No. 25, and Jan. 1, 1654, No. 23. Another field was at 
this time opened to the subject of our sketch by the 
establishment of a new Navy yard at Mare Island, 
near San Francisco, California. Commander Fan- 
zagur, then standing No. 18 op the list, was or- 
dered to the chief command of thts post, and became 
Commandant of the new Navy-yard. That he well 
filled the position there is every record to testify. 
On the Ist of January, 1855, he is mill recorded 
as Chief of that yard, and on Sept. 14, of 
the same year, he was commissioned a Cap- 
tain of the United States Navy, his name 
standing No. 38 on the roll of navy Captains of 
the American service, He held the same position for 
‘pome years, when he was ordered in 1858 to the com-
